Army Engineers Take Mat- 


ter Under Advisement; 4» 


Verdict in Month. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—()—~— 
The future of the Florida’ canal, a 
proposed man-made waterway from 
the Gulf to the Atlantic, rested to- 
night in the hands of the army engi- 
neers board. 

As the board completed three days 
of hearing testimony for and against 
a special army board’s report favor- 
ing completion of the $162,000,000 
project, Brigidair General George B. 
Pillsbury, chairman, indicated a deci- 
sion may be given within a month 
after receipt of supplemental briefs 


which each side has ten days to sub- 
mit. 

Final arguments were presented by 
Florida water, citrus and agricultural 
interests opposed to the canal, con- 
tending it would imperil the state's 
fresh water supply. 

Closing the hearing was the rebut- 
tal statement of . Buckman, 
engineering counsel for the Florida 


‘Ship Canal Authority, who expressed 
| belief the waterway would pay for it- 
iself in 35 years on the 


basis of mini- 
— returns estimated by the special 
ard 
Representative J. Hardin Peterson, 
of Lakeland, said it was the opinion 
of marine experts that American ship- 
ping must move in high speed ships 
if it is to keep pace with the rest of 
the world, and then read from the spe- 
cial army report “that for high-speed 
ships there would frequently be no 
savings where savings would be made 
by low-speed ships” using the canal. 

The representative declared the 
canal would be of little value in na- 
tional defense because it would not 
offer any advantage to high-speed oil 
tankers. 

Buckman then read a statement . 
Rear Admiral F. P. Bassett, U. S. 
retired, in which he said slow- oun 
tankers were important to the navy 
to move oil from sources to supply 
bases where it is distributed to the 
fleet by SS tankers. 

Eugene S. MacDonald, of Braden- 
ton, president of the Florida Water 
Conservation League, presented the 
chief argument for the league, while 
J. C. Chase, of Winter Park, and 
Randall Chase, of Sanford, opposed 
the project on behalf of citrus and ag- 
ricultural interests. 

Their arguments were based princi- 
pally upon fears construction of the 
canal would impair the state’s under- 
ground fresh water supply, lessening 
the productivity of the state. 

J. G. Kimmel, Sarasota, said he be- 
lieved the canal would affect the sup- 
ply over a wider area than reported 


' by the special board, which estimated 


the area at from 10 to 15 miles either 
side of the waterway. 


ENGLAND TAKES STEPS 


AGAINST AIR, GAS RAIDS 


LONDON, Dec. 18.—(4)—British 
fear of deadly gas at home and abroad 
clutched London tonight from parlia- 
ment te the city financial sector.

Government spokesmen em- 
phasized quickly that Fascist General 
Francisco Franco's forces were equal- 
ly entitled to them at the same prices 
because the masks are uder a non- 
intervention classification of “medical 
supples’—not munitions. 

Eden intimated also such aid to 
the Spanish civil war belligerents was 
within the scope of nonintervention 
defined by the European neutrality 
committee,

+ G. O. P. BREATHING SPELL 

Action of the Republican national 
committee in declining to accept the 
resignation of Chairman John D. M. 
Hamilton at its recent meeting in 
Chicago, linked with the confer- 
ences of Republican senators now in 
Washington to determine whether 
the party shall be rebuilt along so- 
called ‘“‘liberal’? or ‘‘conservative”’ 
lines, indicates that both wings of 
the organization are disposed for 
the present to observe a “breathing 
spell,” during which leaders will 
give the problem of reorganization 
careful consideration, with the hope 
of arriving at some solution that 
will be acceptable to both elements 
of the party. 

The session of the national com- 
mittee just held in Chicago was a 
turbulent event, and the acrimoni- 
ous speeches of several members of 
the body for a time threatened to 
precipitate an adjournment with no 
action of any kind, intensifying the 
split between the factions within 
the party. 

Sharp attacks on Chairman Ham- 
ilton evoked a spirited defense. Par- 
ticipants clashed on demands for 
liberalization of Republican policy 
and criticism of the party’s action 
on social problems. Representative 
Hamilton Fish, of New York, pre- 
cipitated the general argument by 
declaring: 

If the party does not liberalize and 
reorganize, it dies. Hamilton led the 
fight against the social security act 
which alienated millions of wage earn- 
ers. He has shown that his associ- 
ate comprise the “old guard.” We 
are a quarter of a century behind the 
times. 

Representative Everett Dirksen, 
of Illinois, took up the discussion 
of social problems, declaring Re- 
publican chieftains needed “a 
damned good lecture’”’ on ascertain- 
ing what the people desired. Dirk- 
sen concluded his heated comment 
by saying: 

You're indulging in self-glorifica- 
tion and adulation. You're trying to 
salve your conscience and you don't 
ret away with it. 

Hamilton admitted “there were a 
lot of errors” in the campaign pre- 
ceding the party’s crushing defeat, 
but contended, ‘‘We still have a fu- 
ture ahead of us.” 

With this admission, and observ- 
ing that the meeting was making no 
constructive progress, the commit- 
teemen voted, 74 to 2, to continue 
Hamilton in power until the war- 
ring factions could unite on some 
form of compromise, which will 
possibly emanate from the quieter 


councils of the Republican senators, | 


who are already looking ahead to 


the congressional elections in 1938 | 
and considering policies of the party | 


for the presidential campaign of 


1940. 


PAUPERS IN TRAILERS 

While nomadically inclined fami- 
lies with ample money to pay as 
they go are motoring hither and yon 
across the country in de luxe auto 
trailers, and some 300 manufactur- 
ing plants are busily engaged in 
meeting an insistent demand for the 
better class of trailers, another 
class of automobile gypsies is be- 
coming a source of concern for 
cities and villages from one end of 
the country to the cther. 

Their outfit is usually an auto- 
mobile that should be on the scrap- 
heap and the trailer a homemade 
affair on wheels, possibly a _ dis- 
carded relic of the early days of 
the trailer. Cash on hand is rep- 
resented by what some member of 
the outfit can pick up working on 
an odd Job or begging from philan- 
thropic individuals. Not all of those 
traveling in “homemade” trailers 
are of this class, but a large num- 
ber undoubtedly are. 

Some of these gasoline nomads 
are genuine victims of the depres- 
sion, seeking a place to locate per- 
manently. They are to be pitied, 
and assisted when possible; but it 
is difficult to identify the genuine 


a 


from the spurious. A recent in- 


stance brought to light in Pennsyl- 
vania illustrates this. Arrested on 
a minor charge, a man was found 
to be traveling about the country in 
a.trailer with his wife and one child, 
accompanied by a girl who had re- 
cently given birth to a child of 
which he was the admitted father. 
He wore the pin of a fraternal order 
and admitted that their sole source 
of income was what he could ‘“‘bor- 
row” from members of the order to 
which he claimed membership. 

Frank Miller, executive director 
of the Atlanta department of public 
welfare, reports that paupers in 
trailers are already a problem for 
the relief authorities of this city. 
One case brought to attention of 
the department was a man with an 
advanced case of tuberculosis, while 
one family recently drove up to 
Grady hospital in a trailer seeking 
treatment for ethree children who 
had measles. 

Commenting on the situation, 
Mayor-elect Hartsfield said: ‘‘The 
taxpayers are moving out of the 
city and the relief burden is mov- 
ing in.” 

The problem is growing, and is 
made a real menace when persons 
with communicable ailments are 
moving about the country, stopping 
where they will, or when the sup- 
ply of gas gives out. 


PEACE MEET PROGRESS 

The first rift to develop at the 
Pan-American conference in Buenos 
Aires has developed, not surprising- 
ly, incident to the consideration of 
a subcommittee’s recommendation 
for creation of an American league 
of nations, patterned after the prac- 
tically defunct European organiza- 
tton, and which is sponsored by the 
representatives from Colombia and 
the Dominican Republic. Argentine 
and Brazilian delegates led opposi- 
tion to the idea, and after caustic 
exchanges final action was post- 
poned, 

The delegates from Colombia and 
Dominican Republic went to Buenos 
Aires with a firm determination to 
put through their program, but 
from the very first it has been op- 
posed by most of the leading na- 
tions, and it is not in line with de- 
sires of the United States. 

The policy of ‘‘the good neigh- 
bor,’’ so eloquently voiced by Pres- 
ident Roosevelt at the opening ses- 
sion, plus the tactful diplomacy of 
Secretary Hull, has permeated the 
atmosphere of all sessions, and 
there is little danger that the flurry 
over the league question will act to 
nullify the underlying object of the 
conference. 

Whatever peace pact is adopted 
will, in all probability, not bind its 
Signatories to ignore their domestic 
legislation or their obligations un- 
der other pacts, and in the event of 
war they will remain free to enact 
domestic legislation suiting their in- 
dividual situation. The most that 
is anticipated is that the Americas 
will consult together and perhaps 
will find ways to co-ordinate their 
policies so as to prevent war else- 
where with a united front. 

It would be too much to attempt 
to make the, as yet, untested neu- 
trality laws of the United States ap- 
plicable throughout the western 
hemisphere, even if the major num- 
ber of the 21 nations were agree- 
able to such a concerted policy. 
Whatever formal agreements result 
from the conference now in prog- 
ress, the change in the attitude to- 
ward the United States can be re- 
garded as highly satisfactory and 
as pointing to a more friendly feel- 
ing than has obtained in the past. 

This is reflected in the United 
States delegation winning approval 
of the economic committee for its 
recommendation that governments 
of the 21 republics establish equality 
of treatment in international trade. 
The measure will go before the next

World’s Window

Back in the Stream. 


The first impression I have of 
America after nearly four years’ ab- 
sence is one of bewilderment. It is 
like being led away from the side of 
still waters - to 3% thrown in the 
midst of a bunch of merry-go-rounds. 
This town of New York is a seething 
cauldron. Here, life pulsates with dy- 
namic throbs. The tempo is almost 
murderous, I would say, but people 
are alive, up and doing things. They 
are ‘not burdened and haunted by the 

rpetual fear of an impending war. 

ey have their heads erect. They 
plan, they discuss, they dare look the 
future in the face. They are not 
afraid even to build castles in the air. 
Their confidence is unbounded, And 
that’s the beauty of America. 

The contrast with most parts of 
Europe is so great that it almost takes 
your breath away. I do not mean to 
infer that the peoples of Europe are 
in any way inferior to Americans, 
except perhaps in their general stand- 
ard of living. In many other ways 
they are our superiors; they have 
more culture. Knowledge and learning 
is more widely diffused in countries 
like France, Holland, the Scandina- 
vian lands and others than with us 
over here. But over all European life 
broods that immense. suffocating men- 
ace of destruction. A nameless terror 
pervades the continent, 

Americans can afford for instance 
to be diverted by the love-romance be- 
tween King Edward and Mrs. Simp- 
son, let it be the main topic of their 
conversation for a few days, be merr 
over it and follow its evolution wit 
absorbing interest. Europeans cannot 
even do that. Nothing is able to di- 
vert the thoughts of Europe from that 
all-pervading, almost tangible dread— 
the war that is coming. 

I do not need to look over the 
bulletins of the bureaus on statistics 
to convince me that America is on 
the upgrade once more. I don’t like 
statistics in the first place. I dare say 
statistics have their use, but when 
neatly spectacled gents with extra- 
creased trousers come to me with 
their lists of figures and sort of try 
to tell me that life can be. explained 
by their most -precise calculations, I 
am inclined to shove them out of the 
window. 

Life cannot be cooped up in any 
frame, not even a golden frame. It 
will burst its bonds and splash all 
over the place. That is what is hap- 
pening now. And it is better to feel, 
taste, sense and experience the new 
unfolding life all around you than to 
have some fellow come up to tell that 
it is there. 

With all this evidence of a new 
prosperity areurd us, do we, however, 
give proper credit where it is due? 
Do we realize that if the old crew 
had remained at the helm in 1932 we 
would most likely be battling each 
other, wasting our energy in murder- 
ous intestine re~s at the present mo- 
ment? Do we sometimes take cogni- 
zance of the fact now that a few 
years back the most acute foreign ob- 
servers looking us over said that 
America was undergoing.its first real 
test since the Declaration o”° Inde- 
pendence, and that it looked as if the 
whole North American empire was 
heading straight for the ash-can of 
history ? 

Can we see now and do we recog- 
nize that Roosevelt's liberalism pulled 
us through, has set us again on the 
straight road that leads to the 
heights? It would be worth while to 
pause and think that over once in 
awhile. The world so easily forgets.

NEWS BEHIND THE NEWS 


BY PAUL MALLON, 


HUMILITY WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—The personal mood of this 
assembling congress is not like anything within the mem- 
ory of oldest authorities. 

Usually, at this stage of the game, the arriving legislators are making 
daily announcements about what should be done. They are rushing out 
with new bills which they will propose to reform the world, 

There is none of that now. Quiet reigns. A few returning states- 
men have announced laws they intend to propose, but the newsmen have 
not considered most of these sufficiently important to warrant publica- 
tion, ‘There is only one important thing in the legislative mind. That 
is the program President Roosevelt intends to offer. The legislators ap- 
preciate that they were elected because of him and not because of any- 
thing they advocated. Those not in this majority class realize that, noth- 
ing they can say will make any difference. 

Even the southern Democrats are not privately whispering, as they 
did in earlier New Deal years, that a restraining hand should be placed 
on one phase or another of the Roosevelt policies. Their private conver- 
sation is entirely co-operative. 

The result is a practical change in the ordinary government relation- 
ship between congress and the executive. Today, in mood at least, con- 
gress is not a restraint upon the executive, but a willing co-operative 
agent. i 
HOW LONG? ‘Speaker Bankhead and the other leaders have mourned 

publicly that the sprawling Democratic majority will 
soon break up into blocs. That is an old political axiom, but this.is not 
an old political congress. 

Actually, no serious split-up is expected. A few diversions are cer- 
tain to develop on every issue, but the leaders have such a large ma- 
jority they can afford to spare a good many votes without losing control. 

The lamenting leaders are not unmindful that the situation is mostly 
in Mr. Roosevelt’s hands. He lost his hold on the 1934 congress after 
election by proposing the unpopular World Court issue at the outset of 
the senate session. Weeks were required before he regained his leader- 
ship, and, in fact, he never fully regained it. 

If he exerts his usual caution in congressional leadership, and makes 
no further World Court mistakes, congress is very likely to contribute 
Its share to an unprecedented “‘era of good feeling’? during the next year. 


WAITING Republican Chairman Hamilton once said the few remain- 

' ing Republican legislators would furnish the party leader- 
ship. The straggling remnants of the lost guard on the scene so far do 
not seem to contain many ideas. 

The agitation of Congressman Hamilton Fish to force a reorganization 
of the opposition party is not catching on any better here than it did at 
the Chicago meeting of the national commanders. His viewpoint is not 
being actively opposed, but many who favor reorganization doubt that 
this is the time-to do it. Another big trouble, accoring to one astute 
Republican congressman, is that “Mr. Fish has never won a fight.’’ 

It is no secret that the chief difficulty of Republican congressional 
leadership is to decide who is a Republican. 

The differences of thought among Senators Borah, Capper, McNary, 
Hiram Johnson, Floor Leader Snell and Fish make consolidated leadership 
impossible, The only thing they can do is to meet legislative issues as 
they arise. This seems to be the only wise course, as they cannot know 
yet what they will be opposing in the elections two and fours years hence. 

Snell and those of his school will try to hold as many of the Re- 
publican crowd as they can to a middle-of-the-road course, taking neither 
the conservative nor the liberal path. 


SHIFT Mr. Fish is generally assumed to be leading the fight for Mr. 

Borah, but Borah has been saying nothing aloud. A few days 
ago, a friend understood the Idahoan to say he believed part of the Wag- 
ner labor act is constitutional. That is, he, as a leading constitutional 
authority, believed that large corporations, like the automobile manufac- 
turers, clearly doing an interstate business, might be subject to its pro- 
visions, This seemed to be contrary to the view he argued against NRA. 
It hints at the general shift of legislative and political positions which is 
in progress. 


SCARE Top bank circles have been perturbed by rumors that Senator 

Glass might sponsor a branch banking bill, which would really 
be an administration bill disguised in his name. This practical maneuver 
was under consideration at one time to ward off a New Deal clash with 
oo but has been discarded. There probably will be no branch 
ank bill.

In most cases it has happened that 
the Opportunity Families, as we call 
them, consist of a widow and children, 
with the father and _ breadwinner 
dead. Without resources of their own, 
these little children would soon slip 
into material for our juvenile courts, 
our jails and prisons. It is from such 
under-privileged children that we get 
our crime and sociological problems, 
you know. 

But, each year, in these ten families 
at least, generous hearted Atlantans 
respond to the appeals published on 
the front page of The Constitution, 
daily, and provide the needed monthly 
funds to keep each little family intact 
and to give those children the chance 
to grow up in the normal happy sur- 
roundings of childhood, under the 
sheltering care of their own mother, 
in their own little home. And, in al- 
most every case, they grow up into 
splendid men and women instead of 
into prison fodder.

HEALTH TALKS 


An English physician reports in 
London Lancet four cases of scurvy 
observed in his practice. 

One was a neurotic woman who 
had “dieted” herself—it does seem 
that the wiseacres who formerly 


thought they knew a little more than 
the “‘ordinary” doctor knew about med- 
icines now think they are better in- 
formed than the mere “medical” prac- 
titioner about nutrition and dietetics 
—and the other three were patients 
who had been restricted in diet for pro- 
longed periods on account of peptic ul- 
cer. All of these patients presented 
typical manifestations of scurvy, and 
all responded to an optimal ration of 
Vitamin C, 

The physician reporting these scurvy 
Cases cautions the profession against 
the possibility of the development of 
vitamin deficiency diseases in patients 
whose diet 18 necessarily restricted 
over a considerable length of time. In 
the four cases of scurvy the nature of 
the trouble had not been recognized 
by the physicians attending, simply 
because the physicians had not consid- 
ered scurvy, which is rather rare now- 
adays—that 18, outspoken scurvy. Cer- 
tainly mild vitamin C deficiency is not 
so rare, nor is it so easy to recognize 
unless the physician is on the alert for 
it. Among the suggestive early signs of 
mild scurvy or moderate deficiency of 
vitamin © are rapid tooth decay, soft 
teeth, and spongy, swollen, 
bleeding gums; sallow, muddy com- 
plexion ; lack of energy and laziness: 
peevishness_ or moodiness; leeting 
pains in joints or limbs (pains usual- 
ly called rheumatic”), 

Probably the tooth is the first part 

of the body to be affected by a defi- 
ciency of vitamin C. If the wisea*re 
laity were not gullible about conserva- 
tion of the teeth, every victim of rapid 
decay of the teeth would consult a 
physician about nutrition. 
_ Most mothers know that the young 
infant, breast fed or bottle fed, re- 
quires a daily ration of tomato juice, 
orange Juice or other fresh or factory 
(vacuum process) canned fruit or vege- 
table or its juice daily to prevent 
scurvy. Just how little vitamin C 
will do this is uncertain. For grow- 
ing children and adults, however, about 
three ounces of fresh fruit juice or the 
fresh fruit itself or fresh tomato or 
its juice or factory canned tomato or 
a juice daily furnishes the rita- 
mim C_required—approximately 40 
units. For health’s sake rather more 
than this should be provided in the 
daily ration. 

Factory canned fruit or vegetable 
or juices retain most of the natural 
vitamin C content of the fresh food. 
because the food is hermetically sealed 
in full container before it is cooked or 
sterilized, thus excluding air and pre- 
venting oxidation, which, in home can- 
ning process, destroys vitamin C.

claims it is solid and not hollow at all 
and if diseased can only rupture into 
the abdominal cavity. (Three Muske- 
teers.) 

Answer—A is nearly right, the ab- 
scess of the appendix may rupture or 
brenk into the peritoneal cavity or, 
sometimes, into the intestine. Normal- 
ly the appendix is hollow but contains 
nothing but a drop or two of mucu:. 
When any foreign substance is found 
in the appendix it is there as a result, 


rather than the cause of disense.

They for- 
get about pay checks and commercial aspects, which 
they know, and they play the game because they like it. 
And that’s true. But so many boys never see beyond the 
cheering of the crowds; never see past the glamor and the 
heroics and the hysterics of the game. 

And that’s what worries you when you look into the faces 
of high school players whose big dream is making a college 
team.

You'd like to tell them to be careful—that football 
will find them taken care of in a manner which is rather 
wonderful. Managers buy tickets. Managers and 
coaches make out their menus. Every detail is cared 
for. They ride Pullmans and sleep in lower berths. 

You want to tell them about bovs you’ve known who, when 
‘they got out of college. were a little bewildered. Somehow 
they had an idea everything would be taken care of for them 
when they were through. And they never quite got used to 
standing on their own feet.

17 AND TIED 10 
SERIES RECORDS 


Ruppert Rifles ; Either 
Smashed or Tied 31 
Season Marks. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 18.—(#)—Most 
fans agree the New York Yankees de- 
servedly rank as baseball’s No. 1 team 
of 1936, but if there are any dissent- 
ers these statistics should bring them 
into the fold. 

Official American league figures, re- 
leased today, show the Yanks broke 17 
and tied 10 World Series records 
when they routed the New York 
Giants in the subway classic. The 
Ruppert rifles, as a unit, either broke 
or tied 31 records through the entire 
season. — 

Here is just a little evidence of the 
mgnner in which their powerful bats 
toppled old marks: They scored the 
most runs in a series—43; scored the 
most runs in a ninth inning—7; drove 
in 18 runs in one game for a series 
record and drove in 41 during the en- 
tire series; had winning margin of 14 
runs in one game and made the most 
singles, 49; and compiled a high bat- 
ting average of .302 for a six-game se- 
ries. 


GEHRIG, LAZZERI. 

Lou Gehrig, the Yanks’ “iron man” 
first-sacker, and Tony Lazzeri, veter- 
an second baseman, played major roles 
in the Yank assault on the record 
book. Gehrig brought his consecutive 
game mark to 1,808 He made 400 or 
more total bases for a fifth time for a 
new major league mark. 

Lazzeri, in one of his most spectac- 
ular seasons, broke three major league 
marks, tied another, set a new Ameri- 
can league record, smashed a World 
Series record and tied two others. One 
of his most noteworthy accomplish- 
ments was hitting seven home runs in 
four consecutive games, two coming 
with bases loaded in the same game. 

But several other stars managed to 
edge into the record-breaking or tying 
picture. Bob Grove, 
left-handed pitcher, led the circuit for 
the eighth time in earned runs scor- 
ed off his delivery. Bob Feller, young

Legislators Move to Impeach 
Gomez Who Threatens 
a Veto. 


HAVANA, Dec. 18.—(4)—Despite 
strong opposition of President Miguel 
Mariano Gomez, the Cuban house of 
representatives tonight passed as a 
whole a bill to place a tax of nine 
cents a bag on sugar to provide funds 
for army-taught schools. 


The President, against whom a con- 
gressional group was preparing im- 
peachment proceedings, had threatened 
to veto the measure on the ground it 
would mean Fascistic education for 
Cuba's youth. _ 

The vote approving the whole bil! 
was 106 to 45. For complete passage 
it still must be adopted paragraph by 
paragraph. 

Gomez was reported by a usually 
reliable source to have moved to lay 
the Cuban situation, involving his dis- 
agreement with army leaders, before 
United States Secretary of State Cor- 
dell Hull. 

A usually informed source said Go- | 
mez telephoned the Cuban delegation | 
to the Inter-American peace confer- 
ence at Buenoa Aires, instructing the 
delegates to outline conditions in Cuba 
to Hull, chief of the United States 
group at the parley. 

A commission of senators and rep- 
resentatives, meeting to draft a plan 
for impeachment of the Cuban Presi- 
dent, said that seemed the only way 
to avoid a coup d’etat by followers of 
Colonel Fulgencio Batista, the army’s 
strong man, if Gomez continues to 
fight the army-sponsored sugar tax for 
rural schools.

UNCLE RAY’S CORNER 


A LITTLE SATURDAY TALK. 

Each year a day is picked out as 
“the shortest day” but the truth is 
we have a series of short days 80 
close in length that almanacs give the 
same number of minutes between sun- 
rise and sunset in each one of them. 
For five days—from yesterday until 
next Tuesday, the daylight lasts the 
same number of minutes, though ex- 


[perts may be able to find a slightly 


difference in seconds. 

The amount of daylight during this 
period of short days depends on the 
distance a person lives north of the 
equator. Along a line stretching from 
Charleston. 8. C., to San Diego, Cal., 
the daylight lasts almost exactly 10 
hours. 

Along a line from Washington, D. 
C.. to San Francisco bay, the time 
between sunrise and sunset is a little 
less than nine and one-half hours. 

People in New York city, Phila- 
delphia, Pittsburgh. Cleveland, To- 
ledo, Chicago, Omaha and Salt Lake 
City will enjoy only about nine and 
one-quarter hours of daylight today, 
and for the next few days to come. 

Along a line stretching from Van- 
couver east through Winnipeg to the 
Gulf of St. Lawrence, the daylight 
time is about eight and three-quarters 
hours. 

If we kept going farther north, we 
should find the time of daylight less 


and less. Up around the north pole 
we should have no daylight at all, for 
this is the-time of the long arctic 
night. Weeks go by in the arctic 
zone without any sight of the sun. 

The story would be the other way 
around if we flew southward, and 
paused each day long enough to meas- 
ure the time Between sunrise and sun- 
set. In Peru, Bolivia, Chile and Ar- 
gentina, people are now enjoying the 
year’s longest days. That is true of 
Australia and South Africa as well. 
The summer season is about to start 
in the southern hemisphere, just as 
our winter is close at hand. 

The reason for all this is the strange 
thing called “the tilt of the earth’s 
axis.” An imaginary axle stretch- 
ing from the north to the south. pole 
of our spinning earth is tilted as com- 
pared with the sun. The tilt gives 
us less daylight than darkness. 

Some persons might like to have 
the game amount of daylight all 
throughout the year, but I like the 
change of the seasons, This change 
seems to give more of & spirit of ad- 
venture to life on the great old earth.

It is quite true (as West 
might have figured) that a diamond 
shift, if declarer had the king, might 
easily result in the loss of the heart 
ace, and thereby an overtrick on the 
contract, but this should have cut lit- 
tle ice. An overtrick is not worth 
considering when the fate of the con- 
tract itself hangs in the balance. 


On West's actual lead of a third 
round of clubs, declarer could almost 
spread the hand, but with the most 
exquisite courtesy he proceeded to toss 
his contract out of the window. Ob- 
livious to the fact that one heart trick 
must be lost in any case, and that 
he was in a position to take what 
amounted to a free finesse for the 
heart ace, he chose the diamond fi- 
nesse! When it lost, he had the gall 
to bang the table! 

Obviously the lead up to dummy’s 
heart king was an elementary play.

NEW ORLEANS, Dec. 18.—(4)— 
Cotton switched back to the upgrade 
in today’s market with prices making 
gains of just under 25 cents a bale. 

The market was helped by official 
denials from Washington that a plan 
had been promulgated for selling the 
government’s holdings of loan cotton. 
This news brought some speculative 
participation and when trade buying 
appeared in volume prices advanced 
more than 50 cents a bale. 

This advance was whittled down in 
the last hour by profit-taking and real- 
izing sales which supplied more of- 
ferings than the market could absorb 
at prevailing levels. 

At the close March sold at 12.14, 
May at 12.06, July at 11.99 and 11.66 
was bid for October. The first sale 
in the December, 1937, position oc- 
curred at a price of 11.70, a_ few 
points premium over October. 


When news reached the ring that 
Oscar Johnston, head of the Commod)- 
ty Credit Corporation, had wired the 
New York Cotton Exchange that no 
program had been worked out for sell- 
ing the 3,024,000 bales of cotton ob- 
tained under the 10 and 12-cent loan, 
a bearish uncertainty was removed 
from the market. 


The trade interpreted Johnston's re- 
mark to mean that it might be con- 
siderably later than January 1, before 
any of this cotton is sold or any sale 
policy announced.
